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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 1,13 and 1 5 are objected to because of tiie following informalities: 
(1) "storing position" in line 1 1 of claim 1 should be ~ storage position -; (2) "the original 
position" in line 7 of claim 13 should be - its original position --; and (3) "first and 
second positions" in line 8 of claim 15 should be - the first and second positions -. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 25 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding independent claim 25, there is insufficient structural relationship 
recited in independent claim 25, between the paper feeder and the other elements, to 
understand how the paper feeder is automatically moved between the storage position 
and the paper feeding position. For example, claim 25 recites a carrier, engaging the 
actuator to selectively employ a driving source that drives a pickup roller and a feed 
roller to automatically move the paper feeder between the storage position and the 
paper feeding position. How does the driving of the pickup roller and the feed roller 
allow the paper feeder to automatically move between the storage position and the 
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paper feeding position? In other words, there is insufficient structure or structural 
relationship recited in claim 25, between the carrier, the pickup roller, the feed roller and 
the paper feeder, to understand how the paper feeder automatically moves between the 
storage position and the paper feeding position. 

Regarding claim 25, it is also confusing as to whether the recited "a pickup roller" 
and "a feed roller" in lines 7-8 of claim 25 is the same or different from the recited "a 
pickup roller" and the recited "a feed roller" in line 1 1 of claim 25. How many different 
pickup and feed rollers are claimed? 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 and 4-24 are objected to, but would be allowable if amended to 
address the minor informalities in claims 1,13 and 15, as explained above.
